Reports arrived yesterday concerning 


Borne email local floods caused by the 
recoct heavy rains and tho sadden melt- 
Ing of enow in the foothills. 


About daylight word was sent in that 


the lar^e irriRatiuK canal skirting Bar- 
ton's vineyard ou tho iiorth had broken 
its banks aud had inundated portions of 
some of the vineyards iu that locality. 


Dry creek a-itl Dox creek also took the 


bita in their mouths and meandered over 
grain and alfalfa fields and vineyards, 
causing tbe agriculturist to put on rub- 
ber boots and to grin with glee.

A REPUBLICAN reporter took a drive 


over the flooded district yesterday for 
tbo purpose of ascertaining how much, 
if any, actual damage bad been done. 
The worst damage dorie was in the 
Kroeger addition juet/iiorth ot the city, 
and on the eaet and/west sides of the 
Southern, Pacific X)ompany'a railroad 
track.

Dry creek ditch got up before tbe eun 


and irrigated a part of Belmont avenue, 
and tbe northern extension of H atreet 
very profusely indeed, the water in the 
H etreet extension beinK about two feet 
deep. Thence it flowed over a grain 
field to the west, and made a lake of 200 
acres or BO near the junction of the Collis 
and main line of railway.

Parker, charged with robbery, was held 
before Judge Holmes yostorduy. The 
>eo»le wero represented by Deputy Dis- 
;rict Attorney Alva E. Snow, and tbe de- 
fendants by Attorney J. I*. Meux and 
Reel B. Torry. The jury consisted of 
the following persons: 


J. M. West, John Nelson, S. C. Wear, 


George H. Ba-uhanl, W. J. Pickelt, H. 
J. Walker, Albert Yeargin, W. J. Wil- 
liams, A, C. Williams, Thomas 0. Hum- 
mel, /, W. Xodiker and Charles Wil- 
iarne. 
The Parkera are mere loys, and the 


oliouao with which they were charged 
was committed on December 15h last, on 
tho road to Squaw valley. A Chinaman, 
Ah Jim, was driving along the road in a 
wagon, when the Parkera held him up. 
Whilo T. B. Parker leveled a nun at the 
Chinaman, liopkins jumped into the 
wagon and took S20.40 from the pockotB 
of tbo frightened celestial. 


Charles Wilson was tho first witness 


[or the prosecution. Ho testified that 
about 3.30 o'clock on tbe afternoon of tho 
Ifitb of December he met Ah Jim a little 
above the placo where ho was robbed. 


This was on tbo road to Squaw val- 


loy. Uo dfovo rapidly onward nnd met 
another man in the road. These wero 
;he only persons he eaw traveling on 
llio road. Aa he looked up on tbo hills, 
!iowover, witneas saw two persons, ono 
smaller than tho other. Witness could 
not identify tlio defendants. 


Ah Jim, the robbers1 victim, toetifled 


next. Ho stated that two persons hold 
bim up, tho larger, who pcir.ted a Run 
at him. having his face blacked. Tho 
younger ono crawled into tho wagon 
and went through 
witness' pockets, 


taking therefrom $20.40. Ah Jim could 
not identify the elder Parker as the boy 
who pointed the i;nn at him, but waa 
poeitivo liopkins Parker was tbo ono 
who took hie money from bim. 


Lem HoIIidny, a school boy, testified 


ho went to school that, day and flt about 
J.15 o'clock saw two persons in a cart 
driving jmut the echool hoiiso. One of 
thorn either had his face blacked or 
was a nefzro, while in Hie other ho recog- 
nized Hopkins I'arkor. 
At tho con- 


clusion of Hoiliday'o testimony tho de- 
fense rested. 
T. B. Parker, tlio older of tho defend- 


ants, was the first witness for the de- 
fense. Ho denied tlial he was at all in 
the vicinity of tbe robbery tbat day. He 
said ho had hitched up at noon and, ac- 
companied by his brother, Hopkins, had 
gone to Iteedley. 


Andrew Parker, a brother ot tbe de- 


fendants, testified that the defendants 
had come to Reedley tbat afternoon. 


W. E. Marler elated that ;he saw the 


boys on tbe forenoon of December 15th. 
They told bim they were going to Heed- 
ley to see a friend named Harris abcmt 
taking onb guardianship papers for 
them.

A company of my other neigh- 
bors have a Bean pump, value $40, which 
does excellent work. 


Laet year a boy came to my house and 


asked thut I'd allow bim to cut a long 
bamboo pole. He got it, and casually 
remarked: "Ma is going 'to spray our 
trees with it." 
The next day 1 drove 


by their place to see spraying done with 
a bamboo pole. Sho had a ten-gallon 
box, made tight by the use of molted 
roBln; had it full of water, with an 
ounce of paris green stirred in. On the 
end ol the bamboo she had euspendod an 
old gallon fruit can, finely perforated m 
the bottom aud lower portion of the 
the Bidea. Shu'd fill tbe can, then 
slowly move it oyer every part of the 
top of the treea. Tho work woa quite 
speedy, and ae perfect in roeulta as any 
I have ever aeen. I would remark, this 
lady had previously obtained from me a 
description of tbe codlin moth, and had 
found'thorn in great numbers among her 
trees, end her husband being busy with 
other work, ehe improvised and carried 
out tbe above successful method, 


CODUH UOT1IB. 


The firat codlin moth of the season got 


into a dish of preserves ut our sup- 
per table throe days ago. Thia peat 
is a small four-winged miller, with 
spread of wings about thu same as the 
common house- fly—length of body a lit- 
tlo longer than that of a house fly, but 
much slimmer. The head and breast 
aro brown, mingled with grey; tho hind 
winga and abdomen are yellowish brown, 
with a satin-like luster. It baa a large 
oval brown spot, edged with copper 
color, on the hinder margin of each foro 
win«. The first eggs are laid in tho eyo 
or blossom end of the fruit, eoon after 
the bloesms fall. Ji^ga, alter the firet 
laying, oro deposited anywhere on tbo 
akin of the young fruit, preferably in the 
shade, and mode to adhere by a pnate 
like substance. Tho object iu spraying 
is to have your poison ready wlv n tho 
young worm hatchua BO tbat he will got 
a dose of it as soon BB he begins to eat. 
Tho newly batched worm in too small to 
bo readily scon. At six daye it IB a quar- 
ter of an inch long, and aa thick aa No. 
Coateb' cotton thread. At .ton days it is 
three-eighths of an inch long, and as 
thick or aliiihtly thicker than No. 0 
Coatee thread. Tho worm at fliet is 
white; later it IB flash colored, and has a 
black head.

While tbo fruit is young, eayforeiuht 


days after tho blossoms have fallen, the 
yonng apple has its eye or calyx, turned 
upward. Do your firat splaying during 
tins period, before the apple baa become 
heavy enough to bond its Btem, and turn 
calyx 
downward. Thou fipray after 


every rain.

ajiray ia used for tlie first time of spray- 
ing on every ten 
12 year-old trot a, 


twenty lo thirty foot tall. At each sub- 
sequent flpmyliiE about half as much ie 
iiBcd in my orchard, or ono gallon per 
tree. Many persons UBG a much le^B 
quantity ; but remember if your pofaon 
is not right at tho place where tho newly 
batched worm begins to eat, ho is soon 
inaldeoftlio aoplo out of harm's way. 
Ho may get poisoned by uatiu« hia way 
out into another applo, but then tlio 
harm IB done. 


KXl'LANATION. 


No; my laet orliclo did not criticise 


any Fresno county bug ofllcer, past or 
present. 1 had been appealed to by 
friends in other countioa about that threat 
to burn their traps to destroy the codlin 
moth. I wroto to their commlsflionor 
tbat a belter way would bo lo catch the 
chryaaHila and lay them on a smooth, 
flat rock and beat them with something 
very eolt—the beat thing possible tho 
bead of a bug couimiBBionor who would 
iflEue BUtih an order—or falling in that, 
to try the heads of the supervisors who 
would appoint auch a person commis- 
sioner. I further havo promised to go 
thero, whom I lived for yeara, and con- 
duct n test damages cane for any troea 
destroyed.

This ie indeed a radical chance in th 


brandy market and there are causes fo 


The Muscat brandy is undoubtedly ino 
uniform in quality than the oilier bran 
dies distilled in tho state. Some of tb 
other brandies are made from waah, an 
brandies lira frequently made from un 
sound or pricked wine; they are mad 
in every eort of a etill from the simples 
kettle to the latest continuous apparatus 
they are distilled by persona havin 
every degree o! skill in manipnlation o 
the etill, and consequently it is only t 
bo expected that they run in all grade 
and degrees fiom excellent to very bat 
These remarks of course do not apply t 
each distillers as Walden, the Natom 
Company, the Wcsls, Shorb and other 
who might bo mentioned who tabo 
pride in their brandies and the charac 
;er of whose products H above question 


With the Muscat brandy diilerent con 


dittoes prevail. Tno Muscat gives a po 
culiar flavor to the epiril which haa de 
led eo fur every effort of removal, thouRh 
it ia said thnt one gentleman iii Fresoo 
claims to have discovered a process b> 
which the removal can be effected, and 
a clean, white, aromatic spirit, free fron 
Muscat flavor, obtained. This, however 
is yet to be demonstrated. Certain it i 
that such fluhgtaucea as charcoal, per 
mangftoa'.o of potash, etc., have all been 
experimented with in vain, and that re 
poated redistillation does not help mat 
Icrs in the least. 


Thus, granting the Muscat flavor to be 


a condition of permanence, tho question 
of marketing arises. France has noth 


like thia brandy, bat it is not eo cer 


tain that this flavor will long be an ob 
jection to American drinkers. Ameri 
'an people liko flnvore of distiuctiveneB. 
.n their food and drink, no matter what 
,he flavor may 1)3. They take kindly to 
the aweet Muscatel wine which a French 
man would not look at as compared will 
claret lor hia drinkinn purposes. Th' . 
—or mary of them—like a flavorei 
whihky, and there soems to be no loglca 
reason why they should not take kindly 
to a brandy in which this Muscat flavo 
holds its own. Indeed, the trade already 
developed shows that they do. 


As stated above it is likely tbat Muaca 


brandies will run more uniformly than 
the other brandies of the Btfite. 
AtMi 


'rom the reasons pven ubove, it ehouli 
jo stated hl&o thnt it is morally certain 
that the bulk of these brandies will he 
iiade by a few largo concerns iu the Sai 
Joaqiiin v. lley; tho brandies will hi 
run do by experienced hands nnd in con 
,imiouB etills. This in itsulf its n guar 
an tee of uniformity. 


Tho possibilities of production an 


liiuitleps. II the distilleries were Ret u; 
md il the demand existed, the MIIPCR 
orandy would ewamp the other. In th 
counties of the Han Jonqu'm valley ther 
are perhaps 1C0.003 r.crss of bearing nn< 
non-bearing vines. The raieui men wh 
nro responsible, with Iho real eaUt 
dealers, for this Ireniendotie acreage, ad 
in it tliat tijtit when nil these vinos are in 
bearing it will be absolutely out of H: 
question to think of drying and pflrkmg 
these grapes. Indeed, last vicing tetn 
of thousnnda of tons of second Had ttiirc 
crop Iiliiscftle weut lo trues lo un the 
vines, there being no Bale whatever for 
them. Thoy could be had at tho low 
price of $5 per ton, delivered on the 
cars, and there were no takers. 


It must be admitted that thie is a vorj 


aorious condition of affaire which con- 
fronts thn distillers. Tbe raisin grape 
growern aay they propose to make grape 
syrup or Muscat brandy out o' their eec- 
ond crops, using tho first crop of grapes 
for drying—and thu extent to wlrch die 
filiation will bo carried on in the near 
future can only be conjectured. —Pacific 
Wine and Spirit Uoview.

sold ou Friday, averaging $3.50 pe 
box, a very good price indeed, in vie 
of tho fact that these are the first Gal 
fornia Washington navel oranges ofiere 
in tho English market, nnd, natural!; 
the buyers were timid, as the fruit ' 
entirely unknown outside of America. 


The Bizee in this car were mostly 9Ga 


112s and 120i, all of which, wlih the ex 
ception of the 12Gs, are very undesi 
able sizes for the American markets. 


This fruit made very quick time t 


New York, arriving there ou the mom 
ing of Saturday, March 4th; it jus 
missed connection with the Btoamo 
sailing on that date, the car having been 
delaved a few hours between Ohicag 
and New York ; tho car, in consequence 
waa not transferred to tho steamer unti 
Tuesday tho 7th, and went forward on 
the flving Teutonic on the morning o 
the 8th, arriving in Liverpool on tb 
15th. 


It was, practically, thrfe weeks from 


the time it left California to the date o 
selling, and the face that the fruit wa 
in pood order on arrival proves con 
clusively the superior keeping quality of 
California oranges.
